CREWKERNE Town 
Council is waiting to see 
if an application will be 
made to alter the previ¬ 
ously agreed plans for the 
Easthams key develop¬ 
ment site, known as the 
CLR. 

The developers, Taylor 
Wimpey, have announced 
that they want permission 
to build more houses on 
the previously allotted in¬ 
dustrial zone, before 
going ahead with the 
agreed phase one of the 
development. 

This has caused a ripple 
of unrest in the commu¬ 
nity. 

Speaking previously at 
the annual town meeting 
of electors, former coun¬ 
cillor Geoff Clarke com¬ 
mented that the town 
council was “in danger of 
being strung along by the 
developers” and that 
“Crewkemians should be 
‘the mouse that roared’ 
and push the develop¬ 
ment further.” 

Resident Anthony Hall 
wrote to the Weekender 
about his annoyance on 
the subject. He said: “The 
unelected and self-ap¬ 
pointed Area West Com¬ 
mittee dropped 

Crewkerne in the housing 
mess with which we are 
now faced. 

“They and Geoff Clarke 
went against the wishes 
of the town and overruled 
the Government inspec¬ 
tor and now have the au-

dacity to object to the re¬ 
vised plans for 700 
homes instead of 500. 

“Their naivety in deal¬ 
ing with national house¬ 
builders is now fully 
exposed and is found 
wanting. 

“The infrastructure of 
Crewkerne, even with 
half a by-pass (what a 
daft idea), cannot cope 


with 500 houses let alone 
700. 

“For example the vehi¬ 
cle movement figures 
were over 100 goods ve¬ 
hicles to be using Kithill 
daily and at peak times 
there would be over 
1,000 vehicle move¬ 
ments per hour at the 
junction of South Street 
and Market Street - offi¬ 


cial figures not mine. 

“We are now supposed 
to be relying on the Gov¬ 
ernment inspector's rul¬ 
ing on the proposal for 
Gold well Farm - but the 
last one was overruled so 
what value can we place 
on this one? 

“The whole business of 
recent development in 
Crewkerne has been a 
disgrace and, whilst we 
have undemocratic and 
unrepresentative bodies 


like the Area West Com¬ 
mittee making decisions 
for us, it will continue to 
be so.” 

The chairman of the 
South Somerset District 
Council Area West Com¬ 
mittee, Councillor Angie 
Singleton who is also a 
Crewkerne town council¬ 
lor, replied to the accusa¬ 
tion that the committee 
was ’’unelected” and

Holyrood’s Team Chard 
graduated from their course at 
a special reception held in 
Taunton on Friday March 
28th, attended by the deputy 
mayor Councillor Garry Short- 
land, who is also chairman of 
the Chard Town Team and 
Councillor Cathie Morrison, 
who is involved with the 
Young People’s Centre. 

The boards were put in place 
in the windows of empty shops 
at the beginning of April. 

The group was the first in 
Chard to take up the free gov- 
ernmen-backed scheme and 
gained a great deal of confi¬ 
dence and new skills from the 
various stages of the course.

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New mortgage regulation looks to bring back transaction delays 


PROPERTY TO LET 


GARY Andrews has written recently about the new 
regulations surrounding mortgages that come into 
effect this month. Broadly speaking landers are now 
required to do more. Much more. In the past going 
direct to a lender could leave you with a mortgage 
sold to you as an information only transaction. In 
other words no advice had been given to you, you 
had chosen the product yourself, leaving the lender 
with all the profit and you with all of the risk. 

Not any more. Information only mortgages have 
gone. All mortgages now have to be sold to you on 
the basis you have been given advice. Advice means 
that you are getting more than just help. Advice 
means the lender owes you a duty of care. With that 
duty of care comes responsibility and from that a 
potential liability. Think PPI and suddenly the enor¬ 
mity of the change comes into mind. 

For the lenders they now have to make sure that 
you have the right product from their basket of 
products, that you understand the risks you are tak¬ 
ing, and that you can afford that product. The first 
two are relatively easy. Staff training in their own 
products and a detailed sales letter, with key facts 
explained as well as the relevant health warnings, 
will help with ensuring you were told what you had 
bought. 

No it is the last part - the affordability testing - 
where the sting in the tail lies. Generic affordability 
testing - relying heavily on the income you have, as

well as other borrowing, is no longer enough. 
Lenders will now have to examine your spending 
habits to make sure you are able to afford the loan 
you are taking on. That means borrowers may well 
have to provide evidence of how they conduct their 
bank accounts on a monthly basis, and account for 
any abnormal spending. A long distance commute 
may suddenly have the effect of reducing the 
amount you can borrow. So could school or tuition 
fees. So, for that matter, could anything that comes 
out of your bank account on a regular basis. 

These changes will have several effects. The first 
will be to change overnight the banks attitude to 
risk. Knowing they carry a potential mis-selling lia¬ 
bility they are likely to take the safe route. That 
means more loans being either declined or the max¬ 
imum loan amount being down graded. It will also 
now take a lot longer. Scrutininsing records of every 
borrower to the new degree required will take 
longer. This will have the effect of slowing down the 
time it takes to get a mortgage. Add onto that the 
lenders own admission that wait times for an initial 
consulation will be longer and suddenly the extra 
time that could be added to any transaction is more 
likely to be months rather than weeks. 

For the record I welcome the new changes - they 


mean that moving you into a new home is likely to 
be a benefit to you for the long term. No nasty sur¬ 
prises or hidden costs that could threaten the roof 
over your head. But I have seen what happens when 
lenders get over bureaucratic. Dogmatic, intransi¬ 
gent, and pedantic lending strategies will serve to 
slow transcation times dramatically.
